The purpose of the meeting was to determine, if possible, the an­ 
ticipated needs of the County next fall. 
Not in several years has this writer been exposed to as much pes­ 
simistic talk as was unfolded at the Thursday night meeting. 
Dark 
pictures, actual suffering, conditions twice as bad as last winter, no 
money, no crop prices, short crops, tenant farmers in debt, 
railroad 
men laid by, factories shut down or working on low production, sched­ 
ules, etc., etc., from almost every community—these were predicted by 
persons in charge of Scott County Chapters. 
Especially depressing was the report from central Scott County. 
Here a community of some 600 people numbers five persons in the wage 
earning class. 
Farmers are short of help, but unable to hire laborers, 
and those who are spending money in the hay harvest are paying from 
75c Der day to $2.00 per week. 
The matter of a roll call drive this fall was the chief concern 
of 
Miss Clark, who outlined a plan whereby the annual Red C t o s s 
sub­ 
scription could possibly be materially increased, despite present 
and

Sikeston, a city of 5668 souls, is known as the Capitol of South­ 
east Missouri, and boasts of its infant industry, that is, its new Muni­ 
cipal Light and Power Plant, of which all Sikeston is proud.
